~ Belle Glade Police and mem- 
bers of the State Attorney's Of- 
fice have been investigating of- 
ficial misconduct by city em- 
ployees since the beginning of 
August. 

Simmons resigned from his 
job on Aug. 6, the-Same day fof- 
mer Sanitation Director Danny 
GENE was arrested for grand

theft for having city property 
and using it to profit in a pri- 
vate business. The business, T 
&R Trucking, listed former City 
Manager Lomax Harrelle as the 
registered agent and his wife, 
Susan as president and treasur- 
er. Perez's wife, Paula was list- 
ed as vice president and secre- 
tary of the company. 

Harrelle resigned the same 
day as Simmons. He has not 
been charged with wrongdoing. 


Danny Perez was put on admin- 
istrative leave and later fired. 
Paula Perez is still on paid ad- 
ministrative leave. 

Simmons admitted to Police 
Chief Michael Miller on Aug. 5 
he had stolen items from the 
city and «pur hundred dollars 
from petty cash. 

He returned three metal ta- 
bles, a weed-eater and a lawn- 
mower that were at his Welling- 
ton home, but did not return a 
long list of other items belong- 
ing to the city which were found 
during last week's search.

Once again, luck and weak 
steering currents were on our 
side as another major hurri- 
cane - a lady named Bonnie - 
swept past our coastline. 

At the same time, light a can- 
dle and say a prayer for the 
residents of Nórth Carolina. 
Folks there have reason to be 
very nervous today because 
their run of bad luck continues. 

It was two years. ago that 
North Carolina was battered 

“by not one, but two hurricanes. 

In July,of 1996, Hurricane 
Bertha struck the Tar Heel 
State with 105-mph winds. The 
storm caused $270 million in 
damage and claimed 12 lives. 
Flooding and, beach erosion 
was widespread. 7 

Less than one month later; 
Hurricane Fran hit the state. 
Fran killed 27 people and 
caused over $8 billion in dam- 
age, making it the third costli- 
est hurricane in United States, 
history. 

АЈ this hurricane activity is 
not ümexpected because history 
tells us that late August, all of 
September and the first two 
weeks of October are the most 
active time of the hurricane 
season.

And the next six weeks, in 
particular, might be abnormal- 
ly active. A few weeks ago the 
top tropical weather experts 


* arourid the country got togeth- 


er to look at this year's hurri- 
cane season. 

They didn't like what they 
saw. The consensus was omi- 
nous for the Gulf and Atlantic 
coasts of the United States: 
leok for an active period in the 
tropics. 

"The reason: something called 
La Мїйа. La Мїйа, the nick- 
name for the cooler than nor- 
mal equatorial waters of the 
Pacific, is the kid sister of the 
El Мїйо, the weather phenome- 
na that made so much news 
last winter. 

While the El Niño helped to 


‘suppress hurricane develop- 


ment in the Atlantic (there 
were only three hurricanes last 
year) the La Nifia tends to en- 


hance hurricane activity. 

Most experts believe a strong 
La Niña is already developing 
in the Pacific, and, if they are 
right, they next few weeks 
could be very active in the trop- 
ics. 

The last time the tropics 
were under the influence of La 


Niña was 1995. That season of . 


storms turned out to be the sec- 
ond most active hurricane sea- 
son on record - 19 storms, 11 
hurricanes and five major hur- 
ricanes. 

It was also the year that 
Florida was struck by three 
hurricanes."Hurricane Allison 
hit the panhandle in June, 
Erin struck near Vero Beach in 
August and' Opal hit the pan- 
handle in October. 

If the experts are right, Bon- 
nie and Danielle might be the 
first two storms of an armada 
of tropical cyclones. Obviously, 
there isn't anything we can do 
about the storms except be pre- 
pared. 

Today is a day to celebrate 
our continued luck with tropi- 
cal weather. But the season is 
far from over. 

After you light a candle for 
the residents of North Caroli- 
na, do me a favor and light one 
for us, too.

Districts 1998 Land Acquisi- 
tion and Management Plan.

* Paradise Run 

This project contains 4,265 
acres which lies west of the 
channelized Kissimmee River 
in both Okeechobee and Glades 
countíes. Paradise Run will not 
be reflooded by the backfilling 
of the canal as. part of the 
Kissimmee River Restoration 
Projects. The property is cur- 
rently controlled by.the water 
levels in Lake Okeechobee. 
Remnant river oxbows are still 
present, although he surround- 
ing land has been drained and 
is now improve pasture. 

Paradise run has degenerat- 
ed because it receives no con- 
tinuous surface water input to 
allow it to operate as a flowing 


riverine system, the report by - 


the district states. Runoff from 
adjacent lands is the primary 
source of water. Flap-gated 
structures in the levee can dis- 
charge water into Paradise 
Run when stages are high 
enough, but that does not occur 
on a regular basis. Paradise 
Run is physically separated 
from the Kissimmee River by a 
continuous spoil bank. Numer- 
ous wetlands still exist adja- 
cent to the old river channel. 
Although these wetlands suffer 
from a lack of water, according 
to the Florida Game and Fresh 
Water Fish Commission, Par- 
adise Run still has high 
wildlife utilization in the form 
of water fowl ahd wading birds. 

Since waten levels in Par- 
adise Run will not be affected 
by the Kissimmee River 
Restoration, other structural 
methods will haye to be em- 
ployed to provide a continuous

‘improve greatly the quality of 
water being discharged in the 
canal and Lake Okeechobee, as 
well as increase the habitat di- 
versity gained by a flowing sys- 
tem versus a confined wetland. 

Land management'in Par- 
adise Run'will be difficult if 
restoration of the floodplain 
cannot be accomplished. The 
present land use is improved 
pasture and cattle grazing. 

If connected with the canal 
(river) and constant flows 
reestablished, there is excel- 
lent potential for canoeing, 
fishing and wildlife observa- 
tions. Paradise Run's close 
proximity to the City of Okee- 
chobee and Lake Okeechobee 
would make it a popular recre- 
ational destination. It is also 
possible that the Florida Na- 
tional Scenic Trail would be ex- 
tended through Paradise Run. 

* Nicodemus Slough 

This 2,200-acre parcel is lo- 
cated in Glades County and 
consists of wet prairie, 
broadleaf marsh and prairia 
hammock. It is located south of 
the Herbert Hoover Dike and 
west of State Road 78. 

Scattered tree growth occurs 
along the western edge of the 
tract. Until recently, the con- 
struction of the dike, coupled 
with the maintenance of lower 
stages in Lake Okeechobee, re- 
sulted in a shortened hydrope- 
riod and general lowering of 
water levels in Nicodemus 
Slough. This altered vegetative 
patterns on the property and 
allowed the spread of transi- 
tional and upland.species.

purchase because the land 
floods. periodically under the 
higher regulation stages of 
Lake Okeechobee. The installa- 
tion of new water control struc- 
tures along the south and east 
boundaries and associated im- 
provements to the canal and 
levee system, is intended to im- 
prove the retention and manip- Ф 
ulation of flood waters ор the 
property. One of the objectives 
for Nicodemus Slough is to re- 
store the mix of community 
types that existed prior to hu- 
man influences, while provid- 
ing flood control to adjacent 
land owners.

Some researchers think so. 

Diana Hunter, author of “The

ADHD is a, complicated 


issue. Some researchers have 
even questioned whether or not 
thé "disease" is real, since there 
is no way to test for it. The con- 
dition is diagnosed solely on 
behavior. 
The symptoms associated

giving antibiotics in a timely 
manner or don't give the child 
the remainder of a prescription 
once symptoms of infection are 
gone. This is asking for tróuble. 

Lack of sleep.can also résult 
in symptoms similar to ADHD. 
Studies have shown that most 
Americans simply do not get 
enough sleep: Children need 
even more sleep than adults. If 
a child is difficult to rouse in 
the morning, chances are he 
isn't getting enough' sleep at 
night and should be going to 
bed earlier. 

Hearing or vision problems 
can also lead to symptoms that 
mimic ADHD. 

Chemical poisoning or metal 
intoxication 18 sometimes the 
cause of behavior problems. 
Children sometimes ingest lead 
from the paint on old toys or 
furniture, household dust from 
old houses once painted with 
lead-based paint and water 


which has traveled through 
pipes repaired with lead-based 
solder. 

Mercury, which is even more 
toxic than lead, can also cause 
toxicity reactions. Mercury has 
been found in fish in the south 
Everglades and in canals in the 
Everglades area (fortunately 
for us, fish from Lake 
Okeechobee has so far tested 
safe.) Florida has a lot of natur- 
al mercury in the soil and when 
drainage canals.are dug, some 
of that mercury can be released 
into the water. Mercury from 
incinerators also falls from the 
sky with the rain. 

Even aluminum can be toxic 
to some people. Aluminum is 
found in cookware, anti-perspi- 
rants and some antacids. 
According to Ms. Hunter, exces- 
sive antacid intake is the most 
common cause of aluminum 
toxicity. Symptoms can include 
nervousness, forgetfulness and 
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Symptoms of ADHD may be caused by other problems : 


memory, loss. 

* Well meaning parents who 
ривһ а child to perform above 
his or her age level can cause a 
child to become nervous, angry, 
inattentive and depressed. This 
canbe mistaken for ADHD: 

So how do you know if a child 
really has ADHD? There are 
medical tests available that can 
determine if a child has physi- 
cal problems such as a hearing 
or vision Toss. A hair sample 
can be tested for metal toxicity. 
And there are tests for aller- 
gies. 

Even if other factors have 
been ruled out, drug therapy is 
not always necessary, according 
to the book. Many children 
diagnosed with ADHD have 
responded to an alternative 
approach which combines prop- 
er nutrition with counseling 
and behavior modification tech- 
niques.

These standards were developed to help raise the educational level of the public 
school system in order to meet the challenges of today and tomorrow. They are a 
collection of concepts that students are expected to comprehend and to be tested on as they 

progress through school. 

Standards for each subject were developed i in consultation with teachers, 
administrators and parents. The subject areas are: language arts, mathematics, science, social 
studies, the arts, health and physical education, and foreign language. 

What a second grader should know about math is far different from what a high 
school senior should know. That is why standards for all subjects are broken down into 
four levels: pre-kindergarten through second grade, third grade through fifth grade, sixth 
grade through eighth grade, and ninth grade through twelfth grade. 

To measure how well students e-learning these standards, the Florida 
Comprehensive Assessment Test, or FCAT, was developed. The test-will be used to assess 
students and to measuse how well schools reform, meet or exceed these standards. Schools 
that need assistance will be identified, targeted and improved. 

The Florida Sunshine State Standards and the FCAT are designed to hold the entire 
community accountable for the citizens it produces. 

The newspaper rises 10 the challenge of preparing our students by emphasizing 
reading and comprehension, two skills essential to successful test taking.

Q: What is FCAT? 
A: The Florida Comprehensive Assessment Test (FCAT) is a new test designed to ~ 
measure benchmarks of the Florida Sunshine State Standards. 
E Q: Who has to take the FCAT? 

A: All students must take the FCAT twice in elementary school (reading in Grade 4 
and mathematics in Grade 5), once in middle school (Grade 8), and once in high school 
(Grade 10). Only a.few students in certain special categories will be exempt; all other ` 
students must take the FCAT. 

Q: What subjects are tested on the FCAT? 

A: Reading and mathematics are tested on the FCAT. 

Q: Is FCAT a difficult test? 

A: FCAT contains questions that are challenging for all students. 

Q: Why must studehts take the FCAT? 

A: What students in Florida are expected to learn and be able to do has recently = 
increased a great deal. The job market of today requires people to be proficient i in 
advanced mathematics, and to be able to read and construct meaning from difficult and 
technical texts. The FCAT is being given in order to measure achievement of the high- 
level Sunshine State Standards being taught to and learned by Florida students. 

Q: What kinds of questions will be on the FCAT? 3 

A: Many of the test questions on FCAT will be like ones on other classroom or 
standardized tests. The FCAT will include questions called “performance tasks" which 
require thinking about an answer to a question and writing that answer. These tasks 
could ask for.a short response such as an equation for a math problem, constructing a
